Beware of 
the Bull 



When you are out on a late 
fall or winter night, be sure not to 
wear red. for there is a bull running 
about! It is one of the most familiar 
and easily recognizable constella- 
tions for this time of the year - 
Taurus, the "Bull!*' Taurus is one 
of the twelve constellations that the 
ecliptic runs through, so Til bet that 
the name rings a bell! 

To find Taurus simply look 
high in the eastern sky after dark for 
a large "V shaped group of stars. 



The "V" is turned on its side and is 
pointing south. The Bull's head is the 
"V," and if you extend both sides of the 
"V," you will come to two stars that are 
the tips of the Bull's horns. One of the 
stars in the "V" is a bright, red star and 
is the red eye of Taurus. 

The constellation Taurus has an 
additional treat that we have already 
learned to find -- a beautiful open star 
cluster, the Pleiades ! Just above the "V 
of Taurus, you will find this grouping of 
seven bright stars that we commonly 



call the "Seven Sisters." Hie clus- 
ter of stars actually contain about 
three dozen stars and is beautiful 
with the unaided eye or with a pair 
ofbinoculars. Many Native Ameri- 
can tribes thought of this group as 
seven young braves in the sky. 

Keep looking up during the 
clear, cool nights of late fall and 
winter and find the most famous 
bull of all time - Taurus! Be 
careful thai hedoes not comecharg- 
ing at you with his bright, red eye!
